But it must be noticed th at the status 
quo IS one of Russia’s own making; th at all 
efforts of England to change the course of 
events have resulted 
only in courteous 
p alaver, and that Russia 
has 
steadily 
p ressed onward until she has obtained all 
that she wants. 
It was noticed that the ministers were 
radiant as they emerged from the cabinet 
council ill Downing street Wednesday after- 
nocm. 
They had secured “p eace [for the 
p resent] with [more or less] honor,” and they 
were snugly self-comp lacent 
Since the 
council it has been ascertained that the 
p reliminaries of the truce were

Earl 
Granville, the British foreign secretary, p re­ 
sided. 
The other oonferrees were Baron de 
Staal, the Russian minister at Lmdoii; M. 
Lessar, the sp ecial Russian envoy on the Af­ 
ghan boundary question, and several mili­ 
tary and top ograp hical exp c*rts of both na­ 
tions. 
All the available map s of Russian 
and British origin from the Russian general 
staff map to those founded on Sir Peter 
Lumsdeii’s surveys were attentively studied. 
The basis of a boundary lino between 
Afghanistan and Turkestan were ugi-eed 
up on, and the agreement was ratified by the 
cabinet council Wednesday afternoon.

The Japanese alphabet, or. more properly, 


syllabaries, consists of about forty-eight 
characters, and these, by certain side marks, 
m ay have tho consonant sound of the sylla 
ble changed, as “ ra” becomes “ ta” or “da.” 
Thus, w ithin certain lim its, the characters 
m ay be made to represent quite a variety 
of sounds, the base or vowel alw ays rem ain­ 
ing the same. 
This in evitab ly leads to tho 


repetition of words having different signifi­ 
cations. so long as the syllabaries are of 
such a lim ited number. 
In short, tho pure 


Japanese is m idw ay between the phonic 
method, more or less perfectly developed 
in the alphabet of western nations, and 
the ideographic system prevalent in China. 
The wonl wa represents five or six different 
nouns in itself, and m any more in its com­ 
pounds. 
The word hi represents a dozen or 


more objects, and the word ku nearly as 
many. 
Thus d iffcu lty sometimes arises in 


trying to represent one’s ideas, especially if 
he has a lim ited vocabulary. 
On the morning of m y a rriv a l at Yoko­ 
hama I heard a man speak to a Chinese serv­ 
ant in English, German, Japanese, and Chi­ 
nese all in the same breath. 
Thus arises a 


mongrel language, 
which defies all rules 


of gram m ar, rhetoric, or logic. 
There are 


several causes at work 
to 
prevent the 


foreigner acquiring the language of the 
land. 
First, there are m any styles of speech 


depending for their application upon the 
rank or condition of the person speaking or 
the one addressed. 
To start with, there is a 


children's language. 
This is not the mere 


“ootsey-tootsey” of 
the 
fond 
Am erican 


mother, but is a real variation of the ver- 
nac ular. 
Second, there is a household lan­ 
guage, as distinguished from that of the 
street or the rostrum. 
There is a form of 


expres-ion appropriate in addressing supe­ 
riors, and another in speaking to inferiors. 
The changes in the forms of address are not 
alw ays accomplised by prefixes and suffixes, 
but by the use of an entirely different ex­ 
pression. 


This is particularly exasperating to 
the 


learner, for when he, by patient labor, im ­ 
agines himself the master of a thought in the 
p r per language, he m ay insult a high-rank 
personage by using cooly language. 
In 


speaking to a high-rank person it becomes 
nocessary to use m any honorftc particles, 
sometimes almost hiding the m ain word, 
which in itself is very fam iliar. Thus one al­ 
ways feels a degree of uncertainty in attack­ 
ing a purely vernacular expression. 
The 


standard test is probably the language of 
upper classes In th9 capital. 
I am told that 


in some of the provinces the spoken language 
differs considerably from 
this standard. 


Hence travelers in remote country districts 
find a little difficulty in m aking their wants 
known. 
This difference seems almost en­ 
tirely one one of articulation, the writteu 
words being the same. 


When 1 first arrived in the country I 
stopped at an English hotel, «»here I sup­ 
posed we would have servants who could 
.qieak English. 
E a rly in the morning, as is 
the custom of the country, the servant 
comes gently to the room, bringing toast 
and tea. 
The partner of ray joys and sor­ 
rows, who was en deshabille, plunged be­ 
neath the bed-clothes with a smothered 
scream. 
I turned to m y saffron friend and 
asko i him the time of day. 
He looked puz­ 
zled, and, seizing m y shoes, carried them 
below for polishing. 
W hen he returned I 
repeated my question, when he dodged out 
and soon returned with some giasse* of 
water. 
1 was about to interrogate further 
concerning tho ffight of timo when a large 
clock in the vicinity struck the hour ol 7, 
thu." relieving both parties. 
Yes, the Japanese spoken colloquially is 
difficult, but tho written language i-> stupe­ 
fying. 
There are some several “ hands,” 
varying from the rigid mathematical square 
hand all tho way to tho grass hand, which 
look3 like a tangled skein of yarn done in 
ink. 
The strokes follow a certain order, but 
it i very difficult to detect it. 
The writing 
u ucne w ith a very small brush instead of a 
pen. and the syllables are connected in per­ 
fectly bewildering continuous strokes. 
The 
ordinary ch aracters on a tea box are very 
clear an I intelligible compared with this. 
There are very few foreigners who ever 
thoroughly master this written language, 
even though they become good students in 
tr.e colloquial. 
W ith all its 
disadvantages 
the 
pure 
Japanese may be fairly mastered, but tucre 
are brought into the account a large number 
of L'hme o ideographs. 
It is said that tho 
Ch.nose character-» huve been used here to a 
great-r **r le,>s extent for 1,500 years. 
Cer- 
*am it is that these characters are tue very 
Lane of a foreigner’s existence. 
They are as 
arbitrary a- anything can well be. 
Some 
distinguished scholars have tried to di.auvor 
some bas.s of analysis—some key to unlock 
th * m ystery—but attor arduous study it 
ha' turned out that tho key is about us 
intricate as the lock it elf.

G rant’s m ortal illness was due to excessive 
indulgence in tobacco. 
Mr. 
Florence was 


asked what he knew aoout the habits of 
actors in this respect 
“ Edw in Booth,” said he, “ is an inveterate 


pipe-smoker. 
I saw him during the w ar 


with a pipe, which he still uses, a heavy 
meerschaum, which was his constant com­ 
panion. 
He often smokes in the morning 


»while dressing. 
Johu McCullough smokes 


cigars, mild ones, and perhaps too many. He 
smokes a cigar the first thing in the morn­ 
ing, and alw ays a good one. 
Poor Ned 


Sothern would get rid of 100 cigars a week. 
He alw ays shoved one on a visitor, with 
brandy and water sometimes, and filled his 
own overcoat pockets when he went out. He 
was a fearful smoker, alw ays had one in his 
mouth, burning it half w ay and then light­ 
ing a fresh weed. 
He and I imported our 


own cigars from the Raphael Diaz planta­ 
tion in Cuba at a cost of $230 a thousand.

It ’s an indication of a good 


stomach to be able to smoke before break­ 
fast 
Sothern used to smoke while he was 


dressing and riding cross country to bounds. 
Gentlemen often do this in England, some 
using cigars and others the short vest-pocket 
pipe, 
hot hern was vary fond of hunting, 


and at one time kept eight hunters himself. 


“Good sailors all smoke as a rule. 
A man 
who smokos at sea generally keeps a quiet 
stomach. 
“ How ure journalists in this respect, so far 
as you have noticed / ’ 
“ I think most newspaper men smoke pipes 
in their own 
offices.

An exam ination into the physical merit» 


of candidates for the police department and 
also com petitive exam inations of roundsmen 
who aspire to profhotion as sergeants were 
held at Wood's gym nasium , under the direc­ 
tion of Inspector Byrnes, and in tho presence 
of one of the members of the advisory civ il 
service board. 
John Wood, the teacher of 


athletics, conducted the examinations. 
A score of roundsmen, who stand in the 


line of promotion to be made sergeants, were 
first 
tested. 
W h ile 
tho sergeants’ 
du­ 
ties 
keep 
them 
most of the time 
in 


tho station 
house, 
and 
they are 
espe­ 
cially 
required 
to show proficiency 
in 


the office work required of them, it was 
thought best to require a physical examia- 
tion as tending to keep up the physical ex­ 
cellence of the whole force as a body. 
Most 


of the men examined this morning were well 
built and did easily w hat was asked of them. 
They were required first to lift a thirty- 
pound dumb-bell w ith the right hand, rais­ 
ing it over the head, then a fifty-pound one 
w ith both bands, one after the other. 
W hen 


the men did this successfully they were 
marked ten, the m axim um ; when w ith a 
great effort, nine. No one failed completely. 
Next they were required to lift a dead 


weight of 250 pounds; next to lift 200 pounds 
from the floor while in a stooping position, 
and then the last tests w ith weights, to pull 
up eighty pounds from the floor, the ropes 
passing over their shoulders and the men 
being required to bend forward in order to 
test the strength of the abdominal muscle*. 
The final test was a quarter-mile ruu, the 
fastest of the men doing the dlstanco in one 
minute and three-quarters and the slowest 
in two minutes and a quarter. 
This test 


was hard upon the stout men. 
Perfect order 


was m alntaiued during the examination, a 
clerk standing behind Mr. Wood and re­ 
cording his estimate. 
Tho men showed tho 


utmost good nature. 
The tests prescribed for applicants for the 


position of patrolmen were more exacting 
than for the roundsmen, strength and fleet- 
ness being absolutely essential to a good 
patrolman. 
N early 100 men, most of them 


young and all of them having already passed 
the physicians’ exam ination, were present, 
and were examined by batches of twenty. 
The tests w ith the dumb-bells were sim ilar 
to those required of the sergeant*. 
Two 


men failed to raise the fifty-pound bell and 
were marked eighty. 
In raising a dead 


woight the men were tested with 350 pounds, 
then with 400, then w ith 450. 
Three of the 


men failod to raise the heavy weight. 
The next test required them to raise them ­ 
selves by the arm s and touch the bar with 
their chins. 
Two of the men failed to raise 


themselves even once, while best man raised 
himself nine times. The men wore next Hent 
around the track a quarter of a mile, the 
quickest m aking the distance in m inute and 
twenty-five seconds, the 
slowest—tw o of 


the men fallin g —in a little more than twe 
minutes. 
* 


Some of the men who failed in one test 


succeeded easily in others, the lightest men 
not raising the weights well, 
but making 


good time in the races. 
The result of the 


physical tests furnish one factor in making 
up the final decision as to a man’s fitness, 
the othors relating to general character, ex­ 
perience and obligatory subjects, which in­ 
clude reading, w riting, arithm etic, polics 
regulations and knowledge of the city.
